The problem of suffering is one 
of the deepest problems of life. 
Sooner or later it affects every 
individual, but it also 
becomes 
emphasized in 
the 
com m unity 
and national life and in the ex­ 
perience of hum anity as a whole. 
Why do the righteous suffer? 
Why are com m unities 
through 
some catastrophe 
swept 
away, 
often w ithout w arning? Why do 
nations rise and fall, w ith w hat 
seems like historic disaster ta k ­ 
ing place upon a large scale? 
These were the questions th a t 
were early faced by the religious 
leaders in Israel and th a t 
be­ 
came particularly emphasized at 
the tim e out of which the proph­ 
ecies th a t we are studying arose. 
The Kingdom of Israel had been 
destroyed and the Kingdom of 
Judah had suffered 
tem porary 
overthrow w ith the exile 
of its 
people to Babylon. Where were 
the promises th a t were cherished 
by Israel, th a t in the seed of Ab­ 
raham all the 
nations ‘ of the 
earth should be 
blessed. 
How 
could these promises be fulfilled 
with the children of A braham 
dispersed and scattered and their 
national 
life 
disrupted 
and 
broken? 


A Wro ng So lutio n 
The first'solution proposed for 
this problem was th a t suffering 
is simply the result of conduct, 
th at the good prosper while those 
who have done wrong bear the 
brunt of their own wrong doing. 
But such a philosophy of life 
could not long survive the tests 
of reality. Thoughtful men saw 
th a t this explanation did 
not 
accord with the real facts. The 
sacred w riter saw 
the 
wicked 
flourishing and -spreading him ­ 
self like a green bay tree,” while, 
on the other hand, he saw people 
of earnest and saintly character 
suffering acutely. It was this 
problem th a t was faced 
in the 
book of Job. 
Even, however, when a better 
view of the m atter had arisen in 
personal experiences, there 
was 
still a tendency to explain 
all 
larger events 
and 
providences, 
and national experiences of wel­ 
fare and of calam ity, upon this 
basis. It is, irrfact, a philosophy 
from which it seems difficult for 
the world to get far away. When

people to regard it as *a judg­ 
m ent of God.”

years. Out of all this situation 
they developed the idea 
which 
was later strongly fulfilled in the 
life and work of Jesus, th a t there 
is such a thing as people suffer- 
for others and th a t the good

who suffer are often in th a t suf­ 
fering fulfilling the highest pur­ 
poses of God. 
Here is this noble and moving 
picture in the fifty-third chapter 
of Isaiah of a suffering servant 
whose life seems the reverse of 
all th a t m an m ight wish his life 
to be. He is despised and rejeet-

and service, and in his very suf­ 
ferings he is fulfilling the mission 
of -a savior of his fellow men.

Some scholars claim th a t this 
suffering servant, here described,

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A NATIONAL DISGRACE. 
One person out of every twenty -four in the 
United States in 19 20 could not read or write, ac­ 
cording to the Federal census of th at y ear. Nine 
y ears passed, and another census will soon be 
taken. 
W hat will its findings be? Will it again 
reveal to us 5,000,000 illiterates within our bor­ 
ders? 
Will it again place us tenth among the 
great nations of the world? 
Adult illiteracy 
can be wiped 
out in the 
months th at remain in 19 29 , according to the 
statem ent of the National Illiteracy Crusade, 
which is actively 
engaged at its 
Washington, 
headquarters in stimulating all responsible of­ 
ficials and volunteer organizations throughout 
the country to make every effort to reduce the 
illiteracy totals. 
The crusade points with particular emphasis 
to the most pathetic of all illiterates — the 1,000,- 
000 mothers who can neither read nor write. 
While the children are y oung, the mother's ig­ 
norance is a dreadful handicap in training them, 
and when the children have grown up and left 
home her loneliness is pitiable. She is separated 
from them by more than mere miles^ She can­ 
not write to them, she cannot read the letters 
they send. She cannot turn to her Bible for con­ 
solation. 
Surely these million mothers, many of them 
native born Americans, are worthy of the educa­ 
tion which is within the power of every literate 
adult to give. 
The National Illiteracy Crusade 
has demonstrated th at adults can be taught to 
read and write in from four to six weks. It has 
placed suitable tex t books at the disposal of the 
volunteer teachers. 
It has developed an easy 
method of instruction. 
If the patriotic citizens of this country will 
cooperate by devoting the necessary time to the 
instruction of the illiterates in their communi­ 
ties there is no reason why the Federal census of 
19 30 should not show a reduction in illiteracy 
about which the entire 
nation may be proud. 
And although literacy is an end to be desired in 
itself, it is bound to bring with it many other 
benefits — improved standards of living, more 
intelligent care of children, and better under­ 
standing of American ideals.

The bills prepared by 
the committees of the House and Senate agree 
upon this central plafi, and perhaps an accord 
can be reached which will command the approval 
of congress, the president and the country . 
Tariff revision offers opportunities and cre­ 
ates dangers for the party th at controls con­ 
gress. 
President Hoover 
is receiving 
the 
SUPPORT of several strong 
leaders, including 
SENATOR WATSON, in an effort to confine re­ 
vision to obviously necessary changes, leaving 
the present tariff law substantially as it stands. 
If this program can be made effective, the Re­ 
publican party will not only escape misfortune, 
but will be entitled to credit for making pros­ 
perity still more 
widespread and 
permanent. 
But the danger lies in selfish combinations of 
Republicans seeking to take advantage of the 
opportunity to dispense improper tariff favors to 
industries or interests that are not entitled to 
them. 
Logrolling 
combines will be 
formed in 
spite of all the ex hortations of the wiser leaders 
in congress. The test will come in the final votes, 
and the result will probably ex ert a decisive in­ 
fluence in the nex t elections.

1849 the Rushville high school 
began and was wholly indepen­ 
dent of the county seminary and 
was supported by private funds. 
In two y ears the W arner sisters 
were succeeded by the Langdon 
sisters. 
This school was an annex of 
the Presby terian church and lo­ 
cated in the basement of th at 
church, on First street. In 1851 
another school of similar char­ 
acter started but 
under no 
church domination. This school 
was sponsored by Dr. 
Samuel 
Barbour, John W. Barbour and 
Amon Johnson, and was taught 
by two New York teachers—the 
Misses Worley . 
This enterprise 
was a success, since the rivalry 
between the schools, by way of 
emulation, 
was beneficial 
to 
both. The drawback with both 
schools was to m aintain a corps 
of marriageable female teachers. 
This school was discontinued in 
1855. 
About 1851, Rev. D. M.» Stewart 
started a private school at his 
residence and among his pupils 
were Marshall and Leonidas Sex ­ 
ton. Norvall W. Cox, William A. 
Pugh, Asalom Megee and Samuel 
W. Danner. In 1868 a new school 
building 
was 
erected, 
where 
now stands the G raham building, 
which should have been 
called 
the “Phoenix ,” as it sprung from 
or rather upon the ashes of the 
first one.

To Prof. David Graham is given

Six ty y ears ago Rush­ 
ville had, nine public school 
teachers—today we have, with 
all classifications, in the Graham 
high school 23, in the Graham 
Annex 6, in the Havens school 5, 
the Belle Gregg school 7, the

2, a county 
adm inistration board of 10, City 
school 
board 
3, the 
Catholic 
school 3 and supernumeraries 
un-numbered. 
Besides all other classes, 
we 
have a class in “Rah, Rah, Rah,” 
and it is now *ip to the Rush 
county farm organization to have 
a class in “Poo-ey , Poo-cy , Poo- 
ee.” Various modifications, 
of 
our school sy stem, have 
been 
made, from time to time, as the 
necessities 
required, 
or 
the 
“whims” dictated, until today r it 
is the most ex pensive branch of 
our 
government, while 
very 
doubtful if the present sy stem is 
the most beneficial of our 
tax 
supported institution. 
Nothing is surer, than th at 
government would fail if public 
schools failed and y et a reading 
or observing m an-cannot fail to 
see, th at it needs sharp pruning, 
for like a neglected tree it has 
too niany “branches" to insure 
growth of body . I have been cri­ 
ticized for making objections to 
things because, of the item 
of 
cost. 
I have, and will continue to 
criticize any investment of pub­ 
lic money , which . goes to build 
even a necessity , if ex travagantly 
done and most surely will con­ 
demn such outlay if for some­ 
thing not needed, or on the plea, 
th at other counties or 
states 
have it. I owe all, of my most 
limited education to the public 
schools of Rush county and my 
own feeble efforts, but I cannot 
see the unbounded ex tension and 
ex travagance of our ¿school sy s­ 
tem continue without an honest 
protest. 
In 19 14 our schools cost us for 
the state $12,89 5,625. In 19 23 the 
cost was $62,850,681. In 19 14 our 


elementary scho o l teachers o o rt| 
us $4 14 per y ear and o ur higjfc 
scho o l teachers $670. In 19 2 3 the 
fo rmer co st us $8 5 0 and the latter 
$13 05 . 
Where 
then, lies the 
fault? The children are naturally 
mo re bright, than they were 
y ears ago , and hav e ev ery facility 
to receiv e an educatio n but nev er 
the less results are lacking. 
Today 33 branches of study can 
be found in the report of the 
state superintendent of public 
instructions, which is criticized 
by the superintendent, who is lib­ 
eral enough to advise the elimin­ 
ation of six. The fault lies in the 
sy stem, which permits the crea­ 
tion of as many branches and in­ 
novations 
as suits the state 
boards of education and other 
boards acting under them. 
This is hardly “reminiscent” 
but the day will come, when a 
generation y et unborn reads it. 
M arch 24, 1854, ‘George Chase, 
principal, hands down a six 
m onths school 
report, 
which 
shows th at the total enrollment 
was 252 pupils. The books used 
were Parkers and McGuffey ’s 
readers, Ray ’s arithmetic, But­ 
ler’s gram m ar and Patton’s geo­ 
graphy , with Davie’s algebra. 
The financial statem ent shows 
th at tuition cost $1777,83, which 
includes, 
teachers 
salaries 
at 
$9 56.81, repairs and 
furniture 
$301.35, 
incidental 
ex penses 
$132.60, 
township and 
books, 
$62.37, and interest on seminary 
debt $150. 
Today the am ount staggers re­ 
flection. “Growl y ou old back 
number,” greets me, but it is on­ 
ly the ornate and useless, I con­ 
demn and to come to the point, 
we have an ex ample right here 
at home, where I am informed, 
a strong able bodied athlete, is 
employ ed at $300, per month to 
teach children, w hat hundreds of 
reputable women, of Rush coun­ 
ty can do, far more fittingly and 
equally as well. 
The educated, nomadic-popula- 
tion, of Indiana, burned out to 
feast on hard earned tax es, re­ 
ceive favors, seldom bestowed on 
local residents, as a review of the 
roster will show.

The large number of new elec- 
ts, principally women, who will 
be added to the register May 1 
vill run up the cost. 


By a recent law , the amount 


which a candidate might spend 
was, in view of the enlargements 
of the electorate, reduced to 12 
cents a voter in county divisions 
and 10 cents a voter in boroughs. 


In addition, there are allowed 


Jie salary of an election agent 
up to 375 Ibs. in county divisions 
and 250 Ibs. in boroughs, and the 
personal expenses of a candidate 
up to 500 Ibs. 


The latest estimate of the total 


electorate 011 the new register is 
•ather mbre^than 27,000,000.^011 
a fair assumption that half of 
hese are in county divisions and 
lalf in boroughs, the maximum 
permissible expenditure by the 
candidates of all parties (assum- 
ng a three-cornered contest in 
11 cases) would be approximately 
.2,000,000 Ibs. 


To this would have to be added 


the expenses of returning offi- 
cers, poll clerks, hire of halls for 
polling booths arfd other inci- 
dental expenses. These are fixed 
by treasury scale and paid by the 
treasury out of the 
taxpayers' 


money. A sum of 1,250,000 Ibs. is 
already included for the purpose 
in the estimate of the year. - 


The combined total expendi- 


ture legally permissible is there- 
fore nearly 12,500,000 Ibs. as the 
direct cost of electing a new Par- 
liament. 


Additions must be made for 


the costs of printing of posters, 
pamphlets and other literature. 
The amount of this expenditure 
never is fully disclosed, but some 
idea of the sum involved may'he 
found in the fact, that a few 
months ago the liberal party 
placed a 325,000 Ib. order for pos- 
ters.

The problem of suffering is one 


of the deepest problems of life. 
Sooner or'later it affects every 
individual,'but"it also becomes 
emphasized in the community 
and national life and in the ex- 
perience of humanity as a whole. 


Why do the righteous suffer? 


Why are-communities through 
some catastrophe swept away, 
often without warning? Why do 
nations rise and fall, with what 
seems -like historic disaster tak- 
ing place upon a large scale? 


These were the questions that 


were early faced ^by the religious 
leaders in Israel and that be- 
came particularly emphasized at 
the time out of which the proph- 
ecies .that we. are,studying arose.- 
The Kingdom of Israel had been 
destroyed and the; ^Kingdom of 
Judah had suffered 
temporary 


overthrow with,,the exile of its 
people to Babylon. Where were 
the promises that were cherished 
by Israel;'J;ha^ in the seed of Abr; 
rahanv all the'nations'* of the' 
earth should be blessed. How 
could these promises be.fulfilled. 
With' the children" of '"Abraham

A Wrong Solution 


The first' solution proposed for 


this problem was that suffering 
is simply the result of conduct; 
t.hat the good prosper while those 
who have done wrong bear the 
brunt of their own wrong doing. 
But such a philosophy of 'lif e^ 
could not long survive the tests 
of reality. Thoughtful men saw 
that "this explanation 'did- not 
accord with the real facts. The 
sacred-writer saw the wicked 
flourishing and -spreading him- 
self like a green bay tree," while, 
on the other harid, he saw pepple 
of earnest and saintly character 
suffering acutely. It was this 
problem that was faced in the 
book of Job. 


Even, however, when a better 


view of the matter had arisen in 
-personal experiences, there was 
still a tendency to explain all 
larger events ' and providences, 
and national experiences of wel- 
fare and of calamity, upon this 
basis. It is, irrf act, a philosophy 
from which it seems difficult for1 
the world to get far away. Wheir 
some community is seriously 
stricken by catastrophe today; 
there is a tendency for many 
people to regard it as "a judg- 
ment of God."'

' Possibly one of the reasons 
'why this philosophy that relates 
sufferings to punishments and 
penalties is,so persistent is found 
in the fact that in a crude, rough 
way there is some truth in that 
philosophy. Sin does bring re- 
sults of pain and penalty to in- 
dividuals and to nations. But the 
mistake is in trying to make, a 
philosophy that is partially, true 
an explanation of all the facts. 


The prophets, whose writings 


we are studying, were-faced with 
this situation, Chat at a time 
when Israel was in exile and suf- 
fering there Was probably a more 
earnest and genuine interest in 
religion than there had been for 
years. Out of all this situation' 
they developed the idea which 
was later strongly fulfilled in the 
life and work of Jesus, that there 
is such a thing as people suffer- 
ing for others and that the good 
who suffer are often in that suf- 
fering fulfilling ,the highest pur- 
poses of God. 


Here is this noble and moving 


picture-in the fifty-third chapter* 
of Isaiah of a. suffering servant 
whose'life seems the reverse of, 
all that man might wish his life 
to be. He is despised and reject- 
ed by h'is fellow men. He is a man 


of sorrows, condemned even by 
those he is seeking to serve. Yet 
all this suffering is borne for 
others. His life; in spite of its 
woes, is tuned to unselfishness 
and service, and in his very suf- 
ferings he is-fulfilling the mission 
of 'A savior of his fellow -• men. 


Various interpretations, 


Some scholars claim that this 


suffering servant, here described, 
typifies the people of Israel in 
their experiences of trial and 
bitterness fulfilling under God's 
purpose the mission that -they 
had long supposed that they were 
to fulfill through ease, prosperity, 
and) comfort. Others see .in this 
suffering servant the-.personifi- 
cation not of the whole of Israel, 
but of the faithful remnant of 
the people, while still others-have 
seen in this suffering servant an 
individual, an early prototype of 
Jesus of Nazareth.

We who view the prophecies 


from the.vantage ground of the

Gravel has been used as a road 


surfacing material for a • great 
many years and when properly 
selected makes an ideal surfac- 
ing material for secondary roads. 
The term /''gravel," however has 
covered a multitude of sins. We 
must realize the fact that not 
everything coming out of a, grav- 
el pit is gravel. A deposit of this 
kind usually ranges from ^ very 
fine silt to, large stones six. -or 
eight inches in diameter. In ad- 
dition there is frequently in- 
Eluded a liberal supply of clay 
which is of very little benefit oh 
the roa.d>.This,pit material , does 
not run uinforrhly arid* loads 
hauled; from one1 gravel pit may 
vary all the way ' from silt to 
boulders.- 


Even in this day and age some 


gravel road specifications mere- 
ly state that the gravel to be 
used shall be secured from "so 
and sos'" pit. Some specifications 
vary the procedure somewhat 
by stating that' said road shall be 
constructed of -good" gravel. Ob- 
viously such,, specifications are 
worthless insofar ' as securing 
suitable road gravel is concerned. 
Who is to determine what is 
••good" gravel? 
j 


Frequently the. sale of local 
ravel -is influenced' by politics! 
pressure and preferment to the 
detriment of 
the 
taxpayers. 


Thousands of miles of so called 
gravel roads have been'construct- 
;d which are not gravel roads at 
all, but which should properly be 
classed as sand roads, it is a 
mystery why taxpayers 
will 


meekly accept a so called grav- 
el road built out pf 
material 


which is proba"bly 75 or 80 per 
cent sand and yet pay just as 
much for this type of road as a 
real gravel road would cost. 


To my mind sand is in reality 


worn out gravel. Therefore, why 
should we pay for placing worn 
out material on a road, other 
than as a binder for the coarser 
pebbles, sand is of practically n<f 
value on a road carrying aver- 
age county traffic. It is true that 
a sand road is better than a 
"dirt" road, however, it should 
not be classed as a gravel road. ' 


The other ' .extreme is 
the 


building of so called gravel roads 
out 
of 
material 
exceedingly* 


coarse containing stones up to a 
maximum size of aveii three or 
four inches. It is ridiculous to ex- 
pect a satisfactory highway con- 
structed with gravel containing 
such coarse material. A road o£ 
this kind will always be rough 
and exceedingly difficult to main- 
tain. The road grader or drag 
will either jerk out these large 
stones, starting holes 
in- ~ the 


road or else the blade will jump 
over the protruding stones leav- 
ing a ridge of finer gravel across 
the road which tends t'o: start 
corrugations. 


It -costs a little more to get 


properly graded gravel for our 
highways yet the service realized 
will compensate for this extra 
cost. I maintain that no gravel 
should be placed on a 
public 


highway which will not . pass 
through' a 
screen. This 


one-inch 
assures 


circular 
smooth 


riding surface, easily maintained. 
Any pebbles that will not pass 
the one inch screen should be 
crushed to a passing size. It is 
unwise to waste these oversized 
[stones as our gravel supplies are 
[already running short in some 
' localities. These large stones rep- 
resent the hardest material , in

statement of the National Illiteracy Crusade, 
which is actively engaged at its 
Washington 


headquarters in stimulating all responsible of- 
ficials and volunteer organizations throughout 
the country to make every effort to reduce the 
illiteracy totals. "" 


The crusade points with particular emphasis 


to the most pathetic of all illiterates -- the 1,000,- 
000 mothers who can neither read nor write. 
While the children are young, the mother's ig- 
norance is a dreadful handicap in training them, 
and when the children have grown up and left 
home her loneliness is pitiable. She is separated 
from them by more than mere miles, She can- 
not write to them, she cannot read the letters 
they send. She cannot turn to her Bible for con- 
solation. 


Surely these million mothers, many of them 


native born Americans, are worthy of the educa- 
tion which is within the power of every literate' 
adult to give. 
The National Illiteracy Crusade 


has demonstrated that adults can be taught to- 
read and write in from four to six weks. It has 
placed suitable text books at the disposal of the 
volunteer teachers. 
It has developed an easy 


method of instruction. 


If the patriotic citizens of this country will 


cooperate by devoting the necessary time to the 
instruction of the illiterates in then- communi- 
ties there, is no reason why. the Federal census of 


. 1930 should not show a reduction in illiteracy 


about which the entire nation may be proud. 
And although literacy is an end to be desired in 
itself, it is bound to bring with it many other 
benefits — improved standards of living, more 


* intelligent care of children, and better uiider- 


'standing of American ideals.

The bills prepared by 
the committees of the House and Senate agree 
upon this central plan", and perhaps an accord 
can be reached which will command the approval 
of congress, the "president and the country. 


Tariff revision offers opportunities and cre-

Agress. 
President Hoover is receiving 
the 


SUPPORT of several Strong leaders, including 
SENATOR WATSON, in an effort to confine re- 
vision to obviously necessary changes, leaving 
the present tariff law substantially as it stands. 
If this program can be made effective, the Re- 
publican party will not only escape misfortune, 
but will be entitled to credit for making pros- 
perity still more widespread and permanent. 
But the danger lies in selfish combinations of 
Republicans seeking to take advantage of the 
opportunity to dispense improper tariff favors to 
industries or interests that are not entitled to 
them. Logrolling combines will be formed in 
spite of all the exhortations of the wiser leaders 
in congress. The test will come in the final votes, 
and the result will probably exert a decisive in- 
fluence in the next elections. 


Many subjects will be thrust forward for dis- 


cussion at this extra session, but nothing at pres- 
ent visible will so vitally affect the Republican 
party as its action on farm relief and the tariff. 
The public will be diverted by spectacular in- 
trusions, and there may be intense temporary 
. licit and light, but very few questions involve 
the welfare of millions, as do the tariff and farm 
relief. 
If the Republican party can dispose of 


these two problems with satisfaction to the peo- 
ple it can make many minor mistakes without 
fatal resequences. —Washington, D. C. Post.

During the sumirier of .'53, the 


seminary in Rushville was pur- 
chased by the school trustees, re- 
fitted and repaired and in Sep- 
tember, of -that year,' the' first 
graded school in the county was 
established and nearly" two hun- 
dred scholars^were in attendance. 


George A. Chase was the prin- 


cipal and I am tpld, Dr. John 
Chase Sexton was named, after 
him. When boys together in 
1874, at 
the * Rushville high 


school, I never heard him' called 
any other name than ' Chase." 
He was a bright cheerful pupil, 
gentle and polite, ;cbn'siderate of- 
the feelings of others." and the 
leader1 in his classes. 
, 


Well "Chase" has lost none of 


his g'ood quahties,xsave hjs age. 
His father, Dr. Marshall ^Sexton 
was an active worker for^pubbc- 
schools,- although an / otherwise 
busy man.

That old Seminary- building 


still stands, much improved and 
enlarged today, at tne^oujjh'west 
corner of Third and 
Julian 


streets. JDr. John Moffett, Dr. W. 
A. Pugh, D.'M. Stewart and 
inaiiy others were active in or- 
ganizing, free public schools. > 
It must be remembered, that 


the eariy-f schools in " Ruslivllle; 


>• '- •"- <s s *.- 
- 


i were denominational -until, 1837;-8 
j when the seminary was founded 
Dr. Laughlin had in 1928, opened 
the first academic school in the 
county.' The course of-study em- 
braced rmury>of the. branches of 
higher education, preparatory to 
entering college, but after three 
years of moderate patronage-it 
suspended and the 
subscription 


school' furnished the only means 
of education- until the seminary 
was organized. 


Joseph Nicholsi was put in 


charge and/for several years, 
continued:as manager.. Only the 
common branches were /taught. 
John W. Barbour ,was assistant 
teacher, and it became proverbial 
that -Nichols taught and 'Bar- 
Sour threshed," as he was a strict 
disciplinarian. 
In 1836 D. M 


Stewart came to Rush county 
and is credited with being the 
most thoroughly educated man, 
.then in the county "in* 1844 he 
organized a select school and rec- 
ognized the need of higher -edu- 
cation, and employed Miss -Carrie 
Warner to lake charge of it: His 
nosition as^ pVstor of the Presby- 
tfenan church, gave him _ an. in- 
fluence not held by others. TlVs 
school met some,opposition, on 
account of its so-called arisfco- 


aUd -a year later was joined by] 
her sister Lydia^ as music teach-. 
er. She brought theJfirst piano to 
Bushville and afterward became 
the wife of Leonidas Sexton; In 
L849 the Rushville high school 
jegan and was wholly ~ indepen- 
dent .of. the bounty seminary and 
was supported by private funds. 
In two years the Warner sisters 
were succeeded by the -Langd'on 
sisters. ' ' • ' . "

This school was an annex of 


the Presbyterian-church and'lo- 
cated in the basement of that 
clrurch, on First street. In .1851 
another school of similar char- 
acter started but 
under no 


church domination. This school 
was sponsored by Dr. Samuel 
Barbour, John W. Barbour" and 
Amon Johnson, and was taught 
by two New York teachers—rthe 
Misses Worley. This enterprise 
was a-.suec'ess, since the rivalry 
"between the schools, by way of 
emulation, 
was beneficial 
to 


both.. The drawback with both 
schools was to maintain a corps 
of marriageable female teachers. 
This school was "discontinued in 
1855. 
' . 


About 1851; Rev. D. M.tStewart 


started a private school at his 
residence and among his pupils 
were Marshall and Leonidas Sex- 
ton. Norvall W. Cox, William A. 
Pugh, Asalom Megee and Samuel 
W. Danner. In 1868 a new school 
building was 
erected, where 


now stands the Graham building; 
which should have been 'called 
,the "Phoenix," as it sprung from 
or rather upon the ashes of the 
first one. It was proven very 
conclusively, that class rivalry 
was 
"hot stuff," 
twenty-five 


years ago. 


To Prof. David Graham is given 


the credit of perfecting our 
grades, with something like uni- 
formity.' Sixty years ago'Rush- 
ville had, nine public school 
teachers—today we have, with 
all classifications, in the Graham 
high school 23, in the Graham 
Annex 6, in the Havens school 5 
the Belle Gregg school 7, the 
Washington school 2, a county 
administration board of 10, City 
school • board 3, the 
Catholic 


school 3 and supernumeraries 
un-numbered. 


Besides all other classes, we 


have a class in "Rah, Rah, Rah," 
and it is now *ip to the Rush 
county farm organization to have 
a class in "Poo-ey, Poo-cy, Poo- 
ee." Various modifications, of 
our school system-, have 
been 


made, from time to time, as the 
necessities 
required, or 
the 


-whims" dictated, until todayrit 
is the most expensive branch of 
our 
government, while 
very 


doubtful if the present system is 
the most beneficial of our _ tax 
supported institution.. 


Nothing is surer, than that 


government would fail if publip 
schools failed and yet a reading 
or observing man-cannot fail to 
see, that it needs sharp pruning, 
for like a neglected tree it has 
too irfany "branches" to insure 
growth of body. I have been cri- 
ticized for making objections to- 
things because, of the item of 
cost. 
I have, and will continue to 


criticize any investment of pub- 
lic money, which, goes to build 
even a riecessity, if extravagantly 
done and most surely will, con- 
demn such outlay if for some- 
thing no't needed, or on the plea, 
that other counties or states 
have 'it. I owe all, of my most 
limited education to the public 
schools of Rush county and my 
own feeble efforts, but I cannot 
see the unbounded .extension and 
extravagance of our ^chool sys- 
tem continue'Without an honest 
protest.
